DECENTRALIZATION IS 


OBJECT OF ADMIN- 


ISTRATION 


BOTH SENATE AND HOUSE 


Will Have Legislation Be- 


fore Them Framed Along 
Both Conservative and 
Radically Dry Lines—Six 
Constitutional A m e n d - 
ments Will Be Proposed 
for Considerations.

Columbus, Jan. 27.—The legis- 


lature today found itself facing two 
bills introduced yesterday, changing 
the saloon license system of the state, 
one bearing indications of being an 
administration measure doing little 
else than decentralizing the system, 
the other evidently a 
strong 
dry 


measure 
containing 
features 
for 


which the anti-saloon league fought 
when the license law was 
enacted 


two years ago, and lost,. 


Representative Fleming of Mahon- 


ing, was sponsor for the decentral- 
ization bill containing administration 
desires, and Representative Purdum, j 
-of Ross county, was author of the 
radically dry measure. 
Another bill 


introduced last week by Representa- 
tive Graham, of Licking county, pro- 
viding decentralization by authoriz- 
ing the state license commission to 
appoint members of county boards 
only on recommendation of the ex- 
ecutive cconmittees of the'tWdomi- 
•nant parties in each county, also is 
before the house. This has not been 
<taken as seriously as others, how- 
ever. 
1 
A fourth bill is nearly ready for 


introduction in the senate by Senator 
McDermott, of Trumbull, chairman 
of the temperance committee, provid- 
ing for decentralization of the pres- 
ent liquor system. 


The house liquor traffic commit- 


tee met today but the two bills in- 
troduced yesterday had not yet been 
referred to it, so these could not be 
considered. 
Members of the com- 


mittee expressed the opinion, how- 
ever, that the Fleming bill has bet- 
ter chances of being approved by the 
house than either of the other two 
bills. 
The McDermott senate meas- 


ure is expected "to be drawn on sim- 
ilar lines to the Fleming house bill. 


Both the Purdum and the Flem- 


ing bills abolish the state licensing 
board and vest the local licensing au- 
thority in a board of county elective 
officials. 
The Fleming bill makes 


this board consist of the prosecuting 
attorney, county recorder and coutt7 
ty clerk, while the 
Purdum bill 


makes the county commissioners the 
licensing board. The Fleming meas- 
.urc 
proposes that a state liquor in- 


spector to receive not more 
than 


11800 and appointed by the govern- 
or, and not more than ten deputies, 
be substituted for the state tax com- 
mission: 
The bill fathered by Mr. 


Purdum gives no new kind of state 
supervision of the liquor traffic, but 
re-enacts the old Cain law, authoriz- 
ing deputies of the dairy and food 
department to ferret out violations 
of .the law. The Fleming bill also 
would vest certain duties such as re-

Rockefeller Jr. Today, Be- 
fore Industrial Commis- 
sion.

New York, Jan. 27.—The possi- 


bility that the great philanthropic 
foundations, with their immense re^ 
sources might seek to dominate the 
churches, schools and people of the 
country "as the German militarist 
idea has done since 1870," Was sug- 
gested to John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
today at the investigation that is be- 
ing conducted into the activities of 
the foundations by the federal com- 
mission on industrial relations. 


Such an effort, Mr. Rockefeller re- 


plied, never would be made because 
in the first place, the people of the 
United States, would never tolerate 
such a thing and, secondly, tne foun- 
dations had no such idea. Their sole 
purpose, he said, was to bring .about- 
better conditions. 
'•" 


Referring to the Rockefeller foun- 


dation, he declared that there was 
danger 100 years from BOW that 
directors "might.-not-^lfe.,men '"of 
same high standard"SS&WiQi 
those who at present controlled im- 
policies. 
He" had ao objection, he 


said, to a "court of last resort," con- 
sisting of the president of the Unit- 
ed States, the governor of New York 
and the presidents of several uni- 
versities with the power of veto over 
the foundation, but did not think 
that such an amendment to the char- 
acter was necessary. -He did not be- 
lieve that- within the terms of its 
charter, the inundation could partici- 
pate in policies, "in the defense ' of 
the trust," or in any thing other than 
its stated philanthropical purposes, 


During the mid-day recesa, Mr. 


Rockefeller and "Mother" Jones had 
another meeting. They were photo- 
graphed shaking hands. 


"After we have our conference," 


said "Mother" Jones, "I want you-to 
come out to Colorado with me tad 
see the things I have seen. I am 
sure what you will see will make you 
do things which will make you one 
of the country's greatest men."

Mr. Rockefeller smiled and said: 


"I am afraid you are 
inclined 
to 


throw compliments." 


"Oh, 
no," replied "Mother" Jones.

to Newark and formed a partiie-ship

Prolific Fungi. 


An average si/.ed mushroom will pro- 


duce as many as 1.800,000,000 spores, 
and a common toadstool shaggy cap 
has beeu shown to produce as many 
as 5,000.000.000. Fortunately for the 
other inhabitants of the world, how- 
ever, the probability of successful 
growth of any given spore is some- 
what remote. 


The mushroom or toadstool plant is 


formed by cue filamentous threads 
which ramify beneath the soil, and if 
we assume that a successful plant of 
the mushroom or shaggy caps pro- 
duces as mauy as ten mushrooms 01 
toadstools we find that tlie chance 
against successful growth to maturity 
is respectively about 18.000,000,000 and 
50,000,000.000 to one in the two species 
mentioned. Even more.prolific than 
the mushrooms and toadstools proper 
Is the giant pufflmll. a large specimen 
of which li«s beeu known to produce 
as many as 7.000.000,000.000 spores.— 
London Knowledge.
